State Rd. 80 
Committee 
Ask 4-Lanes 


The Tri-County State Road 
80 Committee adopted a re- 
solution supporting a Road 
Bond Program including the 
highway in its entire length 

The Committee, meeting in 
Clewiston last Thursday, re- 
viewed the recent political de- 
velopments affecting the four 
Ining of State Road 80. Gov- 
ernor Claude-Kirk appointed 
a feasibility board to study the 
road bond program. Re- 
gularly allocated highway 
building funds could not do 
the job of four laning 80, the 
committee observed. 

The Committee resolved: 
"That a four lane highway 
from Ft. Myers to West Palm 
Beach is badly needed and 
petitions the Governor and 
State Road Board to proceed 
with all possible speed to de- 
velop a Road Bond Program 
that will include this four-lane 
highway in its entire length." 

The resolution may be aff in- 
centive to the developing of 
a bonding program that would 
finance roads that are 40 years 
behind other states with popu- 
lations increases comparable 
to Florida, Chair Commission- 
er E. W. "Bud" Weaver said.

Farmers Meet To Discuss 


Mexican importation of to- 
matoes is affecting the domes- 
tic tomato grower and he 
doesn't like it.

Addressing the growers were 
Florida Commissioner of Agri- 
culture Doyle Conner, Jace 
Peters and Wayne Hawkins of 
the Florida Fruit and Vege- 
table Association, Julius Moon 
of the Farmers Committee of 
the Bankers Association, R. L. 
Ricker, Sect.-Treasurer of the 
Farm and Power Equipment 
Dealer Association, Bing Mil- 
ler, field Representative of the 
Consumer and Marketing Ser- 
Vice. of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, and Wendell 
N, Roliason, who is working 


with farm labors in 
County. 

The meeting was chaired by 
Ryron Royals of Royals Farm 
Stores in Immokalee. 

The meeting was originally 
scheduled for the meeting 
room at the Clewiston City 
Hall but because over 100 
people attended, had to be 
moved to larger quarters. 

Each speaker expressed his 
concern that unlimited import- 
ation is not beneficial to the 
farmer nor to the country 
The point was made many 
times that a domestic food sup- 
ply is essential in time of crisis 
& that American policy seemed 
to be shifting more towards al- 
lowing importing in * detri- 
mental competition to the 
American producer.

Florida Votes Sanctions 


The Florida Education As- 
sociation (FEA) Board of Di- 
ectors, after a poll of its 50,- 
000 membership. announced 
May 24, 1967, that the school 
system of Florida is now un- 
der a condition of professional 
sanctions. 

“A pass-the-buck Legislature 
combined with the political 
ambitions of an irresponsible 
Governor. in the face of the 
needs of a financially starved 
school system, have brought 
Florida's schools face to face 
with the most serious crisis in 
their history.” said FEA Pre- 
sident George Dabbs. 

“In their failure to deal with 
the State's most critical edu- 
cational problems, the Gov- 
ernor and the Legislature have 
been on a collision course 
with educators ever since the 
beginning of the 1967 
sion." Dabbs pointed out 

The State has been under 

anctions Alert" since March 
of 1966 when an investigation 
by the National Education As- 
(NEA) revealed a 
great many ailments of Flori- 
da's education system includ- 
ing underfinancing and an 
overdose of political chicanery 

‘Since that time the increas- 
ing needs of the schools and 
the lack of financial support 
for them have pushed our 
schools down far below the le- 
vels of the surrounding states. 
Dabbs said. 

Although the dedication of 
Florida's teachers has attempt- 
ed to fill a void of public sup- 
port, the fact remains that de- 
dication alone cannot do the 
job,” Dabbs added.

WHO WILL SUMMER BRING ? 


Evidently students will come 
to Belle Glade this summer to org- 
anize, if the article cited last week 
from “New Left Notes” is any in- 
dication. 

"New Left Notes" is a house 
organ for the organization, Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society, 
which J. Edgar Hoover described 
in a discussion of campus disord- 
ers: “At the core of . . . campus 
disorders, and often below the sur- 
face we find agitator sonnel 
from organizations such a 
communist W. E. B. DuBoi: 
of America and their comrade: 
the Students for a Democratic 
Society... 

Who are the subscribers of 
*New Left Notes" and who are the 
members of the Students for a De- 
mocratic Society, and what type 
of person can we expect will take 
up the challenge and come to Belle 
Glade to work in community org- 
anizing this summer? 

More likely than not it will be 
a young person who sincerely feels 
guilty that there should exist in to- 
days society living conditions such 
as are found in Belle Glade. 

It is true, Belle Glade is better 
than some. 

It is also true that 99', of the 
readers of the Belle Glade Herald 
do not and would not live in the 
500 block of S. W. Ave. B Place. 

But, people do live here and no 
other human being who is fortu- 
nate enough not to live here can 
be indifferent about it. While not 
being indifferent, we can make ex- 
cuses or feel sorry about it and 
still divorce ourselves from the 
quéstion, "What can I do about 
it?" 

The students who will be com- 


ing here this summer have not 
made excuses and will not pay at- 
tention to excuses. They have not 
divorced themselves from the ques- 
tion, "What can I do about it?" 
No matter what we think of them 
we must acknowledge that they 
will be answering that question in 
their own way. The only way we 
can criticize, this is to answer the 
question more fully and with bet- 
ter results than they. Then we can 
, "Look at us, we are achieving 
resu'ts, join us and accomplish 
your goals in a better way." 

Have we given them an ex- 
ample to follow? These students 
are reacting in the same way that 
others reacted in the 1920’s and 
19, in answering Americans so- 
cial problems. They are willing to 
accept guidance from the leaders 
of the Students for a Democratic 
Society, rather from the conven- 
tionally influential in society. 
Could it be that these students are 
not motivated by todays society 
because society is not motivated 
and is in fact complacent to exist- 
ing social problems? 


These students are concerned. 
We can not criticize their questions, 
for they are questions we must ask 
ourselves. We can criticize their 
method of answering these social 
questions, but when we do we 
should be prepared to present a 
better alternative. We should lead 
the dissatisfied to finding work- 
able answers to social problems 
and self improvement. 


The answer of the 1920's and 
1930's has proven to be a dead end 
but road signs need to be erected 
pointing to a successful route. This 
can be done best by example.

America's farm population 
is dropping at an estimated 
rate of five percent a year 

This is a disturbing situa- 
tion to me because American 
farmers now are being forced 
to hire part-time workers. 
Many of these are solely or 
primarily engaged in non-agri- 
cultural work. 

The farm population, ma- 
tionwide, has declined by four 
million since 1960, when there 
were 15.6 million farm resi- 
dents. 

By April of 1966, an aver- 
age of 11.6 million persons 
were living on farms in rural 
areas of the nation, according 
to a U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture census survey. 

The 1966 estimate of farm 
residents is 768,000 lower 
than the 1965 estimate. 

If farmers are to maintain a 
dependable, adequate labor for- 
ce, we in agriculture must 
strive to raise the level of liv- 
ing conditions for the farm 
workers by increasing incen- 
tives and improving the phy- 
sical environment. 

The unemployment rate a- 
mong farm residents tradition- 
ally is lower than that of per- 
sons engaged in non-farm 
work. However, the payment 
of more and more welfare and 
unemployment compensation 
apparently is depleting the a- 
vailable farm labor force. 

We find ourselves in this sit- 
uation at a time when attempts 
are being made to have this na- 
tion reduce or remove its pre- 
sent duties and tariffs on for- 
cign-produced agricultural pro- 
ducts. 

American farmers are being 
forced to compete unfairly 
with foreign countries which 
have sub-standard levels of liv- 
ing as compared to living stan- 
dards in the United States. 

Many American agricultural 
producers are finding it im- 
possible to successfully fight 
the battle. Some have closed 
Out their businesses in this 
country and have taken their 
capital to foreign countries 
where labor is much cheaper. 

Such a trend could result 
in the United States losing its 
position as the best-fed nation 
in the world. 

Should that happen, the 
American people would have to 
depend on the mercy of for- 
eign governments for food. 
This is a definite possibility if 
tariffs are reduced or lifted, 
and the damaging effects of 
foreign imports are not re- 
medied. 


Great progress has been 
made during the past few years 
in the producing of leaner, 
meattype animals. 

Consumers now eat more of 
the lean portion because pack- 
ers and retailers trim more of

the fat from cuts of meat. 

Pork, in particular, does not 
have the favorable image it de- 
serves in the eyes of many in 
the medical profession, accord- 
ing to a recent survey by the 
National Livestock and Meat 
Board (NLMB). 

Current information shows 
that the lean portion of cook- 
ed pork is no higher in fat 
than that of beef and lamb. 
It also has been proven that 
the fat of pork, as are all oth- 
er food fats, is nearly com- 
pletely digestible. 

Regarding dietary cholesterol 
and type of dietary fat in re- 
lation to heart disease, the 
NLMB reports there is little 
convincing evidence that high 


blood cholesterol causes heart 
disease.

LABOR LAW REFORMS NEEDED 


National labor law reform is 


to bargain only in units which the 


badly needed in order to correct 
the present imbalance between la- 
bor and management. There are 
many areas in which labor’s pow- 
er far outweighs that of manage- 
ment, and labor frequently moves 
into new areas that traditionally 
are the sole concern of manage- 
ment. 

The old doctrine of govern- 
ment neutrality in labor disputes 


has so long been aban- 
doned that it seems al- 
most archaic today. 

Labor law reform 
should cover these spe- 
cific areas: 

1. The scope of 
collective bargainjn, 
should not include suc 
basic management de- 
cisions as the right to 
contract out work, the 
right to close a plant, 
or the right to choose 
methods of operation. 

2. The employer 
should have the right 
of free speech at all 
times. 

“3. Common-situs and 
other picketing design- 
ed to obtain bargaining 
rights should be out- 
lawed. 

4. The individual em- 
ployee's right to decide 
in a secret ballot elec- 
tion, whether or not he 
wishes to be represent- 
ed by a union should 
be protected without 
exception. 

5. The rights of union mem- 
bers to dissent and to refrain from 
union activities should be preserv- 
ed inviolate. 


6. Unions should be permitted 


National Labor Relations Board 
has certified, based on the prefer- 
ences of the employees directly in- 
volved, and not as coalitions. 
There is convincing evidence 
that management must cast away 
its pessimism about remedying un- 
ion abuses and must lay a founda- 
tion for labor law reform. Busi- 
nessmen should take the initiative 
in eliminating the existing abuses

and restore a balance of power be- 
tween .labor and management. It 
is necessary to create a public a- 
wareness of the problems caused 
in this country by excessive union 
power. * 


at the very time when most 
people are on the move. 

Now comes the threat of a 
rail strike. Here again, the 
public would be the chief vic- 
lim. For normal operation of 
the railroads is essential to the 
prosperity of this country. 

Before the strike becomes a 
reality, it is imperative that 
the public opinion be made 
evident to the six railroad shop 
unions. They should be made 
to understand that the Ameri- 
can people have had enough 
of union high-handedness. 

The Chicago Daily News, 
commenting on the rail strike 
threat, recently said: “It 
should be evident that the only 
thing blocking a settlement has 
been union intransigence — 
supported by the administra- 
tion's reluctance to act.” In- 
deed the administration pro- 
posal is to set up a five-mem- 
ber study board that would 
mediate’ the dispute and put 
of fthe showdown until 1969. 
"This timetable," said the 
Daily News, "would carry past 
the presidential election of 
1968; the voters must not be 
distracted by a crippling rail 
strike in a campaign year — 
it might turn them against the 
administration.” 

So it might. The public 
might well be sickened by fur- 
ther tender solicitude, on the 
part of the White House, for 
the wants of the union bosses 
who have no hesitation in 
threatening a strike which in- 
jures the American people 
and which would seriously im- 
pede the nation’s defense ef- 
fort in Vietnam. 

There has been altogether 
too much delay in arriving at 
a showdown on union tyran- 
ny. Union power has to be 
curbed. This is a basic public 
need and public issue. The 
American people must act de- 
cisively. 

Consider what the printer's 
union in New York City did 
recently in the case of the 
World Journal Tribune. Seven 
bundred thousand New Yórk- 
ers bought that newspaper each 
day, but, the paper was forced 
to stop the presses and close 
its doors. Two thousand six 
hundred men and women em- 


ployed by the paper lost their 
jobs because the union was de- 
termined to make wage de- 
mands that the newspaper 
management could not pos- 
sibly afford to meet. 

Indeed the World Journal 
‘Tribune had been put together 
as a combination of three @h- 
er dailies that had been vir- 
tually "done in" by the un- 
ions. The net result of the 
union activity in New York 
City is that the metropolis has 
only one afternoon daily news- 
paper, and that of an ultra- 
liberal character. i 

The union leaders, who 
wield this enormous power, al- 
so deprived the individual @@n- 
ion members of their liveli- 
hood — a shocking, tragic, 
and outrageous record for a 
Íree country that prides it- 
self on a free press. Obvious- 
ly, the press can't be free 
where arrogant union leaders 
have the capacity to muzzle a 
newspaper by illogical econo- 
mic demands. 

The transportation indu:/8y 
also could be wrecked by ir- 
responsible unionism. In the 
case of the railroads, they 
have had a long, uphill fight 
for modernization, Today's 
railroad managements, how- 
ever, have attained remarkable 
success in weeding out 19th 
century work practices. They 
have developed giant new 
freight and tank cars, won ri 
business (such as the move- 
ment of new automobiles on 
new tri-levels cars) introduced 
"unit" trains that provide lost 
cost shipment for high volume 
service, and have prepared the 
rails for a brilliant new era in 
cargo and passenger service. 

Today the U. S. railroads 
represent a $27 billion invest- 
ment. Yet this — investm 
could be severely injured if the 
railroads unions were allowed 
to return to the work practices 
of the steam locomotive era or 
if the unions insist on irrespon 
sible demands, using a strike 
weapon as a train , wrecker. 
The loser in such a situation 
would be all the people of the 
United States who — behefit 


from modernizing of the co®. 
Wy basic transportation sy- 
stem.
